NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 4th April, 2003 

S.0.404(E).—Whereas, Parliament has enacted a comprehensive legislation on the subject of terrorism titled the 
Prevention of Terrorism Act, 2002(15 of 2002) (herein referred to as POTA) with the object of providing mechanism for 
punishment of various offences mentioned in the said Act; 

And whereas, POTA contains both substantive as well as procedural provisions to effectively deal with terrorism 
and the said Act makes provisions for preventing misuse of the powers conferred by the said Act by inter alia providing 
asunder:— 

(0 that no court can take cognizance of any offence under the said Act without the previous sanction of the 
Central Government or, as the case may be, of the State Government; 

(ii) that no police officer below the rank of the Deputy Superintendent of Police can investigate offences 

under the said Act; * 

(iii) that no confession made by a person before a police officer lower in rank than a Superintendent of Police 
shall be admissible as evidence under the said Act and that the accused person is produced within forty- 
eight hours before a magistrate along with his confessional statement; 

(iv) that any officer w ho exercises powers maliciously or with mala fide intentions is punished and that 
compensation is awarded to a person who has been corruptly or maliciously proceeded against under the 
said Act; 

And whereas, it has been alleged from time to time in certain quarters that the provisions of POTA are being applied 
in cases w’here they should not be invoked, thus giving rise to apprehensions regarding the said Act being misused. 

And whereas, the Central Government has given careful consideration to aforesaid apprehensions and is of the 
considered opinion that the subject-matter warrants that the statutory powers conferred by POTA be invoked enabling the 
Central Government to constitute one or more Review Committees for the purposes of that Act; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 60 of the Prevention of Terrorism Act, 2002 (15 of2002), 
the Central Government hereby constitutes a Review Committee, for the aforesaid purposes, consisting of the following 
persons with effect from the date of publication of this notification, namely:— 

( 1 ) Mr. Justice Arun B. Saharya (Retd.) Chief Justice — Chairperson 

of High Court of Punj ab and Haryana 

(ii) Shri M.U. Rehman, IAS (Retd ) — Member 

Former S ecretary to the Government of India. 

(iii) Shri Arvind S. Inamdar, IPS (Retd.) * — Member 

Former Adviser to the Governor, Uttar Pradesh. 

The terms of reference of this Review Committee shall be as under:— 

( 1 ) the Review Committee shall take a comprehensive view of the use of the said Act in various States and 
shall be empowered to entertain complaints or grievances with regard to enforcement of the said Act and 
accordingly, give its findings and suggestions for removing the shortcomings, if any, in the implementa¬ 
tion of the said Act; and 

(ii) the Review Committee shall suggest measures to ensure that the provisions of the said Act are invoked 
for combating terrorism only. 

The seat of the Review Committee shall be at New Delhi. 
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
